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The  following  work,  though  of  small  pretensions,  has  involved 
in  it  more  labor  than  an}- one  unacquainted  with  such  work  would 
naturally  suppose.  We  have  aimed  to  be  accurate,  and  yet  it  is 
not  to  be  expected  that  no  mistakes  have  inadvertently  crept  in. 
All  the  apology  we  have  to  make  is  that  we  have  done  the  best  - 
we  could  under  tlie  circumstances. 

We  first  attempted  to  make  out  that  the  Buxton  Hobsons  de- 
scended from  John   Hobson,  of  Rowley,  who  had  so  much  to  do 
with  the  early  history  of  the  town,  and  who  was  besides  an  "hon- 
orable"  man,  serving  his  town   and     country  in  various  capac- 
ities for  many  years^.      But  John  had  no  son  William,  and  there 
was  not  time  for  another  generation  to  intervene.      The  Rowley    "  -" 
records  were  so  imperfect  that  it  seeme^l  impossible  to  determine 
who  w&s  the  father  of  Wm.      But  upon  the  examination  of  the 
I  Probate  court  records  at  Salem,  Mas8.,lthis  point  was  satisfacto-  , 
I  rily  determined.     Instead  of  descending  from  Wm.  and  Ann  Rey-  , 
;  nor  through  John,  he  descended   from   them  through  Wm.,  the  '  '. 
:  third  son,  and  Jere.  his  son,  so  that  Wm.  of  Buxton  was  the  son 

of  Jere.  of  Rowley,  the  son  of  Wm.,  who  was  the  third   son  of  .  :' 
I   Wm.  &  Ann  Reynor. 

j       In  the  investigations  necessary  to  secure  accuracy  in  this  mat- 
I  ter  we  have  been  surprised  to  see  how  little  people  know  even  of 
I   their  own  father's  family.       None  of  the  oldest  members  of  this 
[   family  could  tell  the  name  of  their  great  grandfather — the  father 
of  William  wiio  lived  to  a  great  age,  and  whose  anecdotes  they 
could  relate.     This  is  not  a  peculiarity  of  this  family.     It  is  sim- 
ply because  that  in   the  whiil  of  business  no  attention  is  given 
(to  this  matter.     But  there  is  a  satisfaction    in    a    knowledge   of 
history,  and  especially  the  history  of  our  own  immediate  ances- 
try.    If  this  little  book  will  contribute  to  this  enil  its  object  will 
be  accomplished.  Ed. 
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GENEALOGY. 


The  first  Hobson  in  this  country,  of  whom  we  have  any  au- 
thentic account,  came  over  from  England  and  settled  in  Rowley, 
Mass.,  about  1650.  His  name  was  William.  The  town  was  set- 
tled and  incorporated  about  ten  years  before,  taking  its  name 
from  Rowley,  England.  Rev.  Ezekiel  Rogers,  with  sixty  fami- 
lies, commenced  the  settlement  in  1639.  A  church  was  organ- 
ized and  Mr.  Rogers  installed  the  same  year. 

Whether  Wm.  Hobson  brought  his  wife  with  him  or  was  mar- 
ried after  he  came  over  we  are  not  informed.  We  only  know 
that  his  wife's  name  was  Ann  Reynor,  by  whom  he  had  three 
sons,  Humphrey,  born  1655,  John,  1657,  and  William,  1659. 

We  find  no  record  of  William's  death,  but  Ann  Hobson,  his 
wife,  administered  on  his  estate  in  1694.  At  that  time  onl}'  one 
son,  Wm.,  was  living,  and  two  grandsons  who  represented  the 
other  branches  of  the  family,  Humplirey,  the  son  of  Humphrey, 
aged  10  3'ears,  and  John,  the  son  of  John,  who  was  14  years  of 
age.  The  property  was  divided  equally  between  the  three.  Mrs. 
Hobson  died  the  same  year.

The  children  were  llephzil>:ih,  boni  1700,  Humphrey,  1702  and 
die<l  1704,  Moses,  born  1704,  .lohn,  1707  and  died  1719.  Los- 
ing his  wife,  "Hon,  .John  Hobson.  Esq.,  married  Mrs.  Mehitable 
Hidden,  1757."  He  died  1770,  aged  90.  He  made  his  will  the 
year  before,  and  speaks  of  himself  as  ''old  in  3'ears  but  of  a 
sound  inin<l."  He  left  a  son  Moses,  a  daughter  Hephzibah,  a 
grandson  .lolui,  and  a  granddaughter  Martha,  whom  lie  remem- 
bered in  his  will.

His  will  gave  his  wife  all  his  "personal  proper- 
ty, housings  and  land  for  improvement,"  until  Wm.,  who  was 
eleven  years  of  age,  should  be  21,  when  he  was  to  have  his  por- 
tion. She  was  to  have  the  rest  until  Joseph  became  of  age, 
when  he  was  to  receive  his  part ;  the  mother  retaining  the  third 
portion,  which,  after  her  decease,  was  to  be  divided  e(iaally  be- 
tween the  two  sons.  Wm.  was  to  pay  $300  to  Ann  when  she  was 
20years  of  age,  and  $300  more  when  22  ;  also,  $300  to  Elizabeth, 
to  whom  Joseph  was  to  pay  $300  ;  and,  to  pay  Sarah  $300  when 
she  was  20,  and  $300  more  when  22.  The  i-staie  was  prized  at 
some  over  $13,000.00. 

Joseph  was  drowned  when  twenty-(Mght  years  of  age  and  Wm. 
was  appointed  administrator  of  the  esiate,  from  which  he  must 
have  received  considerable,  being  the  sole,  male  heir.

Children,  Wna.,  born  May  9,  1760,  and  died  in  infancy,  Joseph, 


born  June  11,  1762,  Samuel,  Sept.  29,  1763,  Andrew,  July  12, 
1765,  iind  Lytlia,  May  16,  1768.  Losing  his  second  wife  about 
the  time  he  came  lo  Maine,  he  married  again  arid  his  wife  died 
in  Buxton  before  he  did. 

Wm.  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  was  taken  pris- 
oner at  King's  Bridge  by  the  British  and  carried  into  New  York 
Cit}' ,  where  he  remained  a  prisoner  of  war  for  eleven  months.* 
Afterwards  he  was  at  the  surrender  of  Burgoyne,  and  had  the 
pleasure  of  maicliing  into  the  city  at  its  evacuation.  He  died  at 
Buxton.    18-27,  aged  97.

about  1785,  and  became  the  progenitors  of  the  two  families  of 
Hobsons  in  Buxton  and  vicinity.  They  first  settled  near  the 
Lower  Corner. 

Before  this,  John  Hobson,  son  of  John  tiie  Narraganset  .sol- 
dier, drew  lots  of  land,  Nos.  10  and  12,  Range  B.,  near  Pleasant 
Point,  above  Union  Falls.  Also,  No.  2,  Range  E.,  on  which  the 
Lower  Corner  church  now  stands,  and  N-o.  19,  below  Peter  Esn- 
ery's.  Also,  No.  9,  2nd  division,  Range  A.,  on  whii.-li  stdiuls 
the  house  formerly  occupied  by  Lewis  Goodwin;  and  No.  1, 
Range  D.,  now  occupied  by  Cliarles  Moltson,  grandson  ol  .Sam- 
uel.

The  Hobsons  finally ' settled  about  West  Bnxfon  some  forty; 
years  ago,  and  most  of  them  engaged  in  the  lumber  business  with 
varied  success.  The  first  important  euiigrntiun  wns  to  Steep 
Falls,  ten  miles  up  river,  wheie  tiiey  followed  the  same  a\uca- 
tion.  But  within  the  last  thirty  years  things  have  chauged  very 
much.  This  seventh  generation,  reckoning  from  Rowley,  or 
fourth  in  Buxton,  have  glittered  very  nuich,  so  that  there  are 
none  left  there  in  the  lumber  business.  Some  pursue  it  el.^e- 
where,  but  the  most  of  them  have  gone  into  othei-  business.  Al- 
mon  L.,  in  Portland,  Joseph  in  Saco,  and  Isaac  T.,  in  Wiscas- 
set,  and  the  Lords  of  Steep  Falls  are  still  (juite  extensively  en- 
gaged in  it,  a  large  quantity  of  lumber  passing  through  their  hands 
annually.  Some  are  merctyjits,  some  uiechanics,  some  farmers, 
some  ministers,  &c.  Rev.  Andrew  Hobsoii,  of  Steep  Falls,  is 
quite  feeble  with  age;  his  son.  Rev.  P.  M.  Hobson,  disabled   by 
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poor  liealtli,  Mas  obliged  to  leave  preaching  for  niercbandise. 
Another  son,  Willuiin,  a  graduate  gtf  J^owduin  College,  was' 
wounded  in  the  last  battle  of  the  Rebellion,  while  in  charge  of  a 
regiment,  and  biiMcted  Cien.  He  is  now  practicing  law  in  Bos- 
ton. Cliarhvs  is  a  merchant  at  NVe;?!  Huxtun,  where  his  brother 
Alvin  and  liis  iinele  Amos,  with  his  youngest  son  Edwin,  now  re- 
side. There  aic  otliers  in  .  Boston,  Portland,  Saco,  Wiscasset, 
Steep  Fails,  Liuiington.  (ireat  Falls,  IS'.  H.,  and  elsewhere;  and 
in  a  little  while  it  will  lie  dilhculi  to  trace  the  whereabouts  of 
tliese  families,  l)Ut  those  ha\  iuo  thi^V'ok  can  on  blank  leaves 
follow  down  the  genealogy  of  tlieir  <Krn  families  to  the  latest 
posterity,  to  whom  tlie  tiook  will  be  more  valuable  than  to  us, 
and  this  work  will  then,  at  least.  I)e  appi-eciated. 

The  graduates  from  college  eonnei^tetl  with  this  famil}'  are 
mostly  of  the  seventh  gent-ration.  Huniprhrey  belonged  to  the 
sixtli.  He  graduated  from  Dartmouth,  1814.  The  luisband  of", 
Ethelinda  Hobson  giaduated  fium  Dartmouth  College,  1843, 
from  Ando\er  Theological  Sem.,  184^  and  received  the  degree 
of  D.  D.  from  Hillsdale  Coll.  l«r.9. '  Kev,  D.  P.  Harriman  grad- 
uated from  Bowdoin,  1843.  Gen.  Wm.  Hobson  from  Bowdoin,. 
1849.  Rev:  G.  W.Howe  from  Bowdoin,  1858.  Also,  Col.  Hen. 
ry  C.  Woods  graduated  Irom  Bowdoin  1854.  Dr.  G.  L.  Good- 
ale,  husband  of  Henrietta  ,1.  Hobs<n),  graduated  fiom  Amherst, 
1860,  and  afterwards  from  Harvaid  Medical  Coll.  He  became 
Prof,  at  Bowdoin,  thence  he  removed  to  Harvard,  where  he  is 
noAv  acting  Professor.  Frank  O.  L.'  Hobson  graduated  from 
Bowtloin,  1H61,  and  Geo.  W.,  1870,  Drs,  Buzzell  and  Cobb 
are  medical  graduates,  lleniy  D.  Hu^on  is  senior  in  Harvard. 
Several  liiixe  taken  a  partial  course.  Others,  not  having  been  to 
ctjllege,  hiwti  l)ecome  enterprising  Itusiness  men  and  occupied  po- 
sitions of  honor  and  responsibility. 

This  sketch  will  enable  any  descendant  of  the  familj'  to  trace 
back  his  geneahjgy  to  the  original  Wm.  Hobson  who  came  from 
England  to  Rowley,  Mass.,  two  hunched  and  twentj-five  years
